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EDITORIAL: Flotsam on the shores of consciousness? 

It does no harm to explore radical theories. Indeed,one might sa y, i n the sub¬ 
ject matter of the paranormal virtually any theory has to be radical r Even the one 
which states that such-and-such a phenomenon does not exist approaches the borders 
of being heretical with enough folk,to make it relatively ralicalj The trouble with 
this necessary (and amusing) past-time is that it generates too much heat.Too many 
people take it too seriously. True theories will be born of facts , not visions in 
the mind. But often what eventually proves to be a scientific theory based on fact 
emerges from the womb of imagination.Even stoic scientists might give us that one’ 

In recent years the "UFOs emerge from the consciousness" school of theoretics 
has won many converts. It has its dire opponents,toojboth from outright sceptics 
and believers with polarised views. But it has been throwing onto the growing pile 
of ideas some of the best and most imaginitive concepts to attemp t to solve the 
riddles which we. confront.And when traditional theories have manifestly failed to 
give us much in the way of working hypotheses (those which we can test,at least, *■ 
and these are the only kindi) then I think such steps must be considered forward ones 
even if they do not take us to the doorway of the ultimate answer.At least we are 
moving and not standing atound shuffling our feet. 

Jung probably set everybody onto this footpath with his thoughts on synchronicity 
(a concept I personally believe will one day be seen as the equivalent of Einstein's 
work in the field of consciousness... the science of tomorrow, I have little doubt.') 
That coincidence is relevant to most things (including ufology1 is I think well 
suggested by the experience pf those willing to keep their eyes open (never mind 
their mindj.) Things group together too often for my liking, CLOSE ENCOUNTERS as a 
movie correlated alarmingly with too much reality (reality which was reported 
be fore it appeared, but was certainly not used in. the creation of Spielberg’sfilm) 
:.-.ome of these points will be made apparant in my next book (UFO REALITY).I think it 
.o oi enormous significance. I .-uoss a few of you will have seen some of this on 
vour own«It only needs to look bacx over the 1977 & early 1973 issues of thisnews- 
lecter, and you will get some clues about what I mean. 

Since 1979 Lyall Watson (in LIFETIDE) and lam Watson (in his extremely important 
book MIRACLE VISITORS, neglected by almost everybody because, no doubt, it is labeled 
fiction) have both taken Jung to new extremes and suggested exciting new theories 
which at least bear a hearing.In a (very small) nutshell Watson suggests that we 
might actually create reality, almost as if we collectively will it into existance. 
And Watson Mk Two (the fic+ ‘">n writerJ < ., synchronity yet again note) proposes that 
the earth as a whole has planetary consciousness (contributed to 8yjail forms of 
life) and the UFOs, if you like, are dreams floating op this ocean...real to us 
because they are creations of a symbiotic whole that is superior to us, but _is usi 

Why these ideas have received almost no mention in UFO publications (save two 
"eviews I have written on these baks) is suprising to me. The events of late last 
year, for example, only seemto enhance their probability. What events...L hear you 
ask, almost as one? I refer to the amazing wave of synchronous alien animal sight¬ 
ings (see 1930 book of that name by Janet & Colin Bord). In the Essex area, early 
December, two bears were found surgically decapitated. So when reports of a bear 
on Hackney Marshes were received just after Christmas police ; took.them very serious¬ 
ly, Footprints were even found.. Someone did later claim (anonymously) that i t was a 
hoax,But this confession was treated with more scepticism "than the sightings 0 The bear 
of course vanished as mysteriously as it came.Ax the same time (as Ken Phillips has 
discovered on chasing it mp for is) a fire officer not far from Banbury in Oxon saw 
a giant pig wandering across the main roadJ It too vanished without trace. (You may 
not need reminding of the great 1971 Bambury UFO wave,' including the ATV film case 
which wes on the doorstep of Mr Piggie), Meanwhile, over in Clwyd (neat where UFOs 
have been having fun with the Sunderland family since 1976..-see my book ALIEN 
.ONTACT) Marion Sunderland was keeping me informed of sightings of a Puma in the 
vicinity. And in Rossendale, where UFOs have been a full-time occupation for three 
h FORA investigators since 1978 (probably to form the basis of yet another book?) 

..ess what happened at the turn of the year? 25 sheep were found mutilated and 
V'capitated atop a hillside.Police with guns searched for the mystery killer beast* 

Odd is it not? Coincidence? I doubt it. And I trust you have noticed that these 
raves of mystery animals all occurred in recently active ufooalsl What about that ihen'

"...I have been trying to produce a usable classification- system for some time. 
Unfortunately, having got a system which is fairly comprehensive,over the last few 
months I have been wondering if it is really a great deal of use.The first and most 
important point is that coding a UFO report will reduce the information quanta av¬ 
ailable to-anyone who ises it,..since the phenomena underlying the reports are un¬ 
known, are.we justified in ignoring anything?.,.An ideal approach to the problem 
would be a half-dozen different classification systems applied independently to 
each report...Then trends and groupings which might otherwise be hidden could become 
visible.,," (Paul Wilson, N Yorks) (Any ideas on’this??) 

"Who knows most about yous the surgeon who cuts up your body or the analyst who ev¬ 
aluates your thoughts; the sociologist who studies how you interact with your'fell ¬ 
ows or the artist who,expresses your soul on canvas?..Bach sees only a part,..So let 
us not delude ourselves into thinking that any one way of-looking at. UFOs is going 
to give us the total picture,..Far be it from me to suggest that-any aspect of UFOs 
can safely be disregarded,but I do feel that JRs concept of breaking the phenomenon 

down is the one. keast, likely to tell .us anything helpful about their nature...True, 
the question 'Wljat 1 s orange and oval and loves power-lines?' may lead us to a UFO 
sub-species.But there are an immense number (of reports) that are totally different- 

What we need are the largest common factors, and I suggest we are-more likely to 
find them in UFO behaviour... My own feeling is that associative factors are likely 
to be more fruitful (ppver-line connections,geological fault, connections and-so on, 
Each (or all) may be a false trail-,but they're worth exploring...I would like to see 
all reliable sightings put ohto a cpmputerable data base (such as the_ one Paul Wil¬ 
son has elaborated - in many respects superior to the URD system^in my opinion),The 2 
a computer could pick out the most frequently recurring patterns.These too may 
prove delusory,but not half so much as visual features,which are so dependant on 
those most easily mislead of instruments,th£ seeing eye and the- interpreting brain,''

Woman & 20 yr old daughter on holiday on seafront.Evening bright & clear.50 + people 
were looking to the N at very strange object,Witness reactions most interesting.One 
woman dragged her husband away,saying,"Don't get involved".Others hurried off in app¬ 
arent fear.Of these 50 + only these two women reported it (a good indication of the 

volume of unreported sightings^Object was size of the whole left hai. 
held at arms length.Described as like a "jellyfish".Charcoal grey 
with internal multicoloured LITS (flashing) in the amorphous shape¬ 
changing body.Moved in Z patterm,stopping few moments then rushing 
on,Then disappeared suddenly and reappeared at its first positioh. 
Stayed here for 3 mins- then went "invisible".Total duration 5 mins 
No sound was heard at any point,though witnesses were all in the open of course. I 
(JR) really don't have a cliiE about this case - though it is very like the "amoeba- 
like JFO" at Oxfordshire (see FSR Vol 24 No 4), Some kind of aerial bioluminescence?

TWO MORE UFOs GUARD A MOTORWAY....In FSR recently an interesting "Guardian of the 
Motorway" case from the Wirral was discussed,Here ; sre two more recent cases that cron 
tinue the trend.81-46 is dated OCTOBER 10 and comes from W Alsock of MIGAP, It ir.-’r-- 
olves two men who at 23.00 went to collect some supper for workmates,But on a quie 
road by the sliproad to the M62 near Huyton,Merseyside they observed the following-;^ 
"a large luminous object,..elongated cigar or sausage with lights or windows on the 
side,Moved in their direction after initially being..still. 

The size of a double-decker bus.it seemed to ascend the ba 
nk of the motorway as it left.'' Object was in view 35 mins 
(which seems a very long time but is verified by the time 
of their return to work).They say they were "transfixed" & 
returned in severe shock (without the supperJ).They refuse 
to discuss the incident. Possibility here of a time lapse,I winder? The next case 
(81-48. NOVEMBER 20) I can absolutely vouch for.The witness was my mother and-I (JR) 
investigated it within an hour of its occurrance.lt took plqce also on the M62 (about 
15-20 miles east). At 16.55 Mrs R was returning home (with Mr R who did not see the 

@bject and was unaccountably never alerted to it by Mrs R..."for reasons I don't 
really understand"). Object seen hiph in the S and stationary.First seen at Barton. 
Gtr Manchester and followed for 3 mins until turn off for Warrington East at Birch- 
wood,Cheshire. At last sight was immediately above car but Mrs R,again unaccountably, 
did not look back.Nor did she tell me immediately on arrival home (just 2 mins after 
last seeing itj) Slje says she "forgot" ,‘but knows this is silly.When I was told 1 h,: 
later no object was present in the sky. Object was initially like a "fish-finger‘ 
between yellow and orange in.colour with sharp edges.Size of finger length at arms 
length,' After 1 min suddenly became star-like and then spro^ed flames from right hnd 
edge, as.it was when last seen.Extensive attempts were made to identify this but all 
suggestions seem to be-ruled out.Mrs R saw Venus (in another.part of southern sky;. 

It was not a cloud reflection.lt was seen both in between patches of cloud,and also 
shining through cloid (as the moon does) when the cloud moved past.The moon was nor 
visible. 1 The curious effects on the witnesses in these cases seems to suggest a 
connection (apart from the fact that both were over the M62)*
